mark, Iceland, Scotland, Ireland. They 
worked as hard a t building up enter­ 
tainm ent in the state as ever they 
worked at raising wheat. 
They w rote 
plays, made scenery, 
organized 
a 
package library of all kinds of enter­ 
tainments to send out over the state, 
pr< duccd some of the finest old plays 
ever written and toured 
with 
them 
through forty towns, and during the 
summers they went home to th*?ir own 
communities and put on plavs in barn 
lofts. 
It meant hard work, because three 
tunes a week 
a fte r a 
hard 
day’s 
work and the evening chores 
were 
done they cranked the cars and went 
to rehearsal. 
Hut it m eant coopera­ 
tion, 
self-expression; 
it 
took 
the 
theatre to the country boy and girl 
and adapted it to their use. 
The idea 
grew until the young people of that 
state ale giving great pageants of the 
history of tho Land of the Dacotahs, 
interpreting the life of the people of 
the state that is the life of genuine 
American country folks.

way east and west and roads north 
and south of town are being patrolled 
regularly by the State officers, and 
the fear of fines or jail sentences ap­ 
parently is keeping the 
bootleggers 
off Adams county soil. 
Bail put up by persons arrested in 
Adams county since the last session 
of court is estimated at close to $10,- 
000. 
Court next week will determine 
how much of this will he forfeited to 
the county. 
While State Police of the G ettys­ 
burg substation have been particularly 
successful in rounding up bootleggers 
and others possessing intoxicating liq­ 
uors illegally, figures on the activities 
of the State troopers in Pennsylvania 
during the last six months are revela­ 
tions. 
The State officers have seized over 
a half million dollars’ worth of liq­ 
uors and 174 motor vehicles alleged to 
have been illegally transporting liq­ 
uor. 
This is the 
biggest lot of rum
